SPANISH MISRULE. 

It Has Boon so Cross in tho Philippines 
That All Interests Want a Change. 

Loudon, .Tune 0. — Whatever may be the 
jiolicy of the United States towards ihe 
I'liilippinos, the P.ritisli capitiilisls whose 
investments there give them the right to 
speak with authority upon the conditions 
and needs of the colony are of one 
mind. Delegations of leading men, ropre- 
seuting some of tho most important in- 
terests in the Philippines, have called up- 
on Ambassador Hay to urge liiiii to make 
representations to the government of 
their desire that the Uniteil States retain 
permanent possession of the I'liilippiiie i 
Islands. They are agreed in the belief | 
that with the giiariinteo of a stable gov- 
criuuent thi' I'liilippines woiild become 
richer and more desirable possession than 
Cuba. Shoidd the islands remain under 
Spanish. ..sovereignty , that govornnuuit 
might makiij conditions '.blirdensonio for 
business 'men •ivhd were 'on record as de- 
siring a change and •who had made reyel- 
ations about Spanish misrule. They can 
make known their desires only through 
secret diplomatic channels, as they have 
done. 

Tho president of an imiiortant Pliilip- 
liine comiiany having its ollice in Ixni- 
doii. who |)rescnte(i a statement to the 
ambassaddi-, diseiissi'd tlie (luestion with 
a representative of tlie Associated I^ress. 
lie gave the usual recital of extortion 
liy the ollicials who go from Spain to 
these islands as they go to Cuba with 
the sole purpose of ae(iuiring as inucli 
money as possible in the shortest time. 
Tnder a proper trentment the ishinds, al- 
though consisting of several different 
rncos, would be entirely' tractable. The 
groat difficulties the tfnited States woOld 
encounter in managing the islands would 
come ,.'f ronl the" religious , orders; which 
have boon accustomed ' to squeeze the 
natives and have accimmlated mneh 
valuable iiroperty. I'lK^'TTTesont insur- 
rection is as mncdi an uprising against 
the church as against tlio govornniont 
and is conducted by a secret' society 
v.'liicli has been organized to oppose the 
priests, a sm't of freemasonry which liiid 
Kin-ead througliout tin; islands.

SPY.IN A CONSULATE. 

Story That 'a' British' Offleiar Revealed 
Spanish' Plans 'to" Uhited ' States. ' 

New Vork, .Tune 0. — A despatch from 
St. 'J'lionias, W. I., to the New Vork 
.Tournal says: Being suspected of fur- 
nishing the United States -with informa- 
tion of the mining of San .Tuan harbor, 
Walter Betts, secretary of the British 
consulate at this port, has received his 
passjiorts and been banished from Porto 
Kico hy order of Governor-General Mu- 
eii's. Mr. Betts was imprisoned in n 
diingGon for 50 hours, and during that 
time was subjected to gross .maJtreat- 
niout. , British .Consul-Goncral Crawford 
made a formal protest to his government 
and serious international complications 
are imiriinent. ■■■ • 

(Jeneral Macias has practically do- 
clared was against tho British 'colony at 
San .hiiin. lie made an open accusation 
that it was resiioiisilde for the disclosure 
of his military plans to United States 
Consul-General I'liilipanna, who is now 
at St. Thomas. 

Tlie day after the bombardment of San 
.Ttian by the ships of Admiral Sampson 
General Maeias caused an extensive sys- 
tem of mines to be installed in the outer 
harbor. Those mines were placed in 
positions occupied by the American ships 
dnring the bombardment. This was in 
evident anticipation of the return of the 
ships subsequent to tho bombardment. 
Although tho greatest care' and secrecy 
was observed by tlio Spahish'-in mining 
the harbor,, details of the work was con- 
voyed to Consul-General Hanna. He is 
now making an extensive report of these 
operations to the navy department. In 
some way General Macias hoard that 
the British consul was acting in Amer- 
ica's interests nt Porto Rico since tlio 
withdrawal of Mr. Hanna, and he sus- 
pected that the Englishman conveyed tlie 
news to the United States ollicials. He 
percmiitorily summoned thirty British 
subjects bi'fore him and |)Ut them 
tlirougli a searching examination. Of 
these thirty several were suspected, and 
(ieiieral Macias caused them to be east 
into prison for twenty-four hours. UiHin 
Secretary I'.ells General JIncias visited 
the most' of his wratli. The 15ritish olll- 
cial was practically accused of having re- 
v(»aled the military preparations, and Iu» 
was dragged off to a dungeon, thrown in 
and kept there for 50 hours, in the face 
of the protests of Consul-General Craw- 
ford. When released Mr. Betts was pre- 
sented with his passports iind ordered 
out of Porto Uico. He has left for St. 
Thomas. 

Washington, .Tune 0.— At the British 
embassy here, after consulting lli(> for- 
eign olllce list right down to dale, it was 
said that no Walter Betts was in the 
British consular service. It is possible 
that Befis is a clerk of the consnlale, in 
which case it is said lie would have the 
ollicial recognition and protection of the 
British government whether a ilrilish 
i!itizeu or not. A ease of Uiis elmraeler 
would be reported to tlie British em- 
linssy here, but it has not boon reportotl 
up to this time.

raw sugar from every piirt' of tKe" Brit- 
ish Umpire at the preferential' rate. 
Under this arraiigcmoiit ho thought it) 
probable that sugar from Quoon«larid, 
riji and Mauritius can bo brought into 
Canada. Mr. Fielding's propoadl' was 
nnaniiuously adopted. 

The Couimons to-day dcclinwl .to agree

chiso bill. The debate was hot and 
somewhat acrimonious. Mr. H'raser of 
Giiyeboro referretl to the senators as 
jiolitically crawling for a living.

Washiii«lon, June 9— It bocaine up 
parent this arieriioou that Uie war cJe- 
purtmont, tlnoiif,'h the energetic officers 
of the cfiisor, has succeeded entirely iu 
its purpose to kooi) the movomonta ot 
the United States troops a secret. For 
beyond question at the close of the day 
it was impossible to learu the where- 
abouts of the United States troops which 
hnd been for weeks gathering under 
command of General Shatter in Florida. 

Stories of the appearance of a myster- 
ious warship iu Cuban waters floated 
through the navy department during the 
day. The oQlcers quickly condemned 
them, declaring that if the boats were 
Spanish they wore nothing more than 
armed lauuelies and not to be leared by 
any number of transports convoyed by 
such line gunboats as tlie Helena ana 
Bancroft; but when these stories reach- 
ed the war department they were receiy- 
ed with a different spirit. Nothing is 
more' helpless in warfare than nn unarm- 
ed troop transport full of soldiers. She 



would fall an easy victim to the smallest 
gunboat and the soldiers, knowing then- 
weakness in this respect, are loatli-to 
undertake to cross the Florida straits un- 
til those disagreeable visitors have been 
removed from the pathway. 

With respect to the character of the 
strange craft that arc said to bo dodging 
the blockadors at Havana, they will be 
removed from the scene of action at short 
notice and it is understood that Admiral 
Sampson has been made acquainted with 
the situation and will be pleased to re- 
deem his promise to provide safe conduct 
to the army when called upon. He bus 
ample force to conduct the operations at 
Santiago to a successful issue and stui 
spare vessels of any power desirable for 
use in the Florida strait. It was pointed 

■ out to-day by a naval olUcer that the 
Admiral since the arrival of the marine 
battalion on the Panther has at his dis- 
position a sufficient force of men to cap- 
ture Santiago ever before the troops ar- 
rive. The 800 marines on the Panther 

• added to the marines already with the 
fleet would make a total of about 1,500 

• men. Without impairing the efficiency 
of his ships Admiral Sampson could 
spare 1,000 blue jackets for a landing 
party and with his total force of 2,500 
men, if the insurgents who have been 
armed by the United States government 
do their share, it seems - possible for 
Sampson to capture Santiago at short no- 
tice. 

There seemed to be a very decided air 
of expectation this afternoon among tlie 
officials who are. acquainted with the 
government's plans of campaign that al- 
most warranted a conclusion that an en- 
gagement of some kind was expected to- 
day. 

SCHLEY'S TACTICS. 
Off Santiago de Cuba, .Tune 4.— Via 
Kingston, Jamaica, .Tune 0.— (0 a.m.)— 
Every effort is being made to cut off San- 
tiago de Cuba's connection with the out- 
side world and it is believed that within 
.■ 48 hours there will be a practical acconi- 
. plishmcnt of the design. Since Sunday 
last when Commodore Schley found Ar- 
niiral Corvera's lleet trying to leave the 
harbor and headed off the attempt, it has 
been the policy to so surround tlie city 
and harbor that no assistance either in 
supplying arms or ammunition could 
reach there. After driving the Spanish 

■ fleet into a more protected position in the 
harbor by the bombardment on Tuesday, 
Commodore Schley opened communica- 
tion with the insurgents, 88 miles from 
Santiago to the cast. They were urged 

. to obtain, if possible, the names and nuni- 
■ ber. of the vessels of the fleet inside the 
harbor. 

On Friday afternoon Lieut. Sharp of 
the Vixen went to the outside of the 
rendezvous and received frdm the iusiir- 
bents a map of the harbor showing the 
entire Cape Verde fleet with the excep- 
tion of the destroyer Terror inside and 
close up to the city under the protection 
of the guns mounted on the Blanco bat- 

■ tery at the nortlierii extremity of the 
harbor. The ships there, according to 
this chart are the Cristobal Colon, the 
Vizcaya, the .\liniranle, 0(inendo, Maria 
Teresa and the IJeina Mercedes, the lust 
named destroyed by the American war- 
ships since this despatch was written— 
all cruisers ot the first-class and Iieavily 
armed, together with three torpedo 
boats. The definiteness of this informa- 
tion naturally gave Commodore Schley 
great satisfaction. Although ho had 
known that the several ships of the en- 
emy ,• were there hfe was not certain that 
somiB had not succeeded in getting away 
or, hnd. not been sent in another direction.

THE NECESSITY FOR ACTION. 



TIio Colonist has been told that its agi 
la lion for pressure upon the Domiuion 
goverumeut to secure fair play to the 
province is a mistake, that nothing can 
be': accomplished excepting through tho 
instrumentality of party polities ami that 
British Columbia must wait until its 
population is largo enough to entitle it 
to sufficient representation to give it 
w<jiglit -at Ottawa. Against the appli- 
cation of the principle of "Live horse 
anil the grass will grow," to the admitted 
necessities ot this portion of the Domin- 
ion, we most emphatically protest. The 
iiselessness ot looking to such a .source 
for relief will be aiJjinrent if we consid- 
■cr for a little the principle upon .which 
<he representation of the provinces in 
parliament is adjusted. Tho British 
North America act of 1867 provides that 
the representation of tho provinces shall 
be rcadjuste<l on "the completion of the 
census every ten years and that the ai>- 
portionment of niembers shall be deter- 
niiniMl by allowing to Quebec d.") and tn 
each of the other provinces such a niini- 
ber of members as. will bear tlie saini' 
proportion to the number of its popida- 
tion as 05 bears to the population of 
Qiudiec. The n(>xt readjustment will 
therefore take place in 1!)01, in which 
year there will, if the present parliament 
lasts out its natural torbi, be another 
general election which doubtless will he 
held after the readjusi miMit has (nken 
place. The next readjustment after 11)1)1 
•would tnko^ place in ;101^.; Tbe province, 
therefore," may have tin increase in its 
representation in 1001 and another in- 
crease ill 1011. Hut though we say 
such an increase may take place in 1001 
it is quite .uncertain that .It wil tak( 
plfice.' ^ ' The' population ^ 'of ' Quebec in 
1891 was l,lSS,.5.'jr>. It is admitted that 
sinee 1801 there has not been so great 
.an exodus from Quebec as there was in 
tho previous,, d^ade,,, 'When jJheji^increnso 
•of population was 0.53 per' cent, "in the 
•decade privieiling 1S91 the iucrens(? was 
14 iKT cent., and we think it reaaonnhl 
to suppose that during tho current de- 
•calic; there will he as groat an augmenta- 
tion of the population of that 'province 
as there was between 1871 and 18S0 
If that is the casi\ the population of 
■Quebec in 1901 will be 1,088,533. Divid 
inj? this hy 05, we find it gives one mem 
4)cr to ever}' 25,005 inhabitants. Under 
the tOTTOR of the union with Onnad.i Brit- 
ish Coininhia Is entitled to six nu'mliei 
1>ut in flxiuK this number the popuhitiou 
WIS, ot course, not liiUcu into account. 



When it conies to a question of redistri- 
bution, however, we may he very sure 
that the same rule will he applied to us 
as will be applied to the other provinces, 
and that we j\-ill only get now members 
when we show a population that entitles 
us to it under the strict terms of tho B. 
X. A. act. Ilejecting odd numbers in 
the' above calculation uud plaeins the 
measure of' representation- in^ 1001 at 
one member for 25,000 'people, wo 'find 
that unless British Columbia has a popu- 
lation of mO.OOO in that year it will not 
have attained a sulUcieut number of in- 
habitants to. make • its' representation 
proportionate to its population, and, in 
(U-der that wo may receive one additional 
member in 1001. tho census of that year 
must show that the population of the 
province is up^^ards of .102,500, the Gou- 
tederatioti act providing that in the cal- 
culation 'Of representation, if after di- 
viding tho population by the unit ot rep- 
resentation the remainder is more than 
one half ot such unit, the province shall 
have one rcpresoutativc for such remain- 
der. Therefore, to entitle this province 
to one more representative in 1901, wo 
must have upwards of 1(12,500 people 
in British Columbia. To entitle it to two 
additional nu/mhers, we must have a 
population of upwards of 187,500, and so 
on. There is a .prospect that we may in 
the next three years witness such an 
increase nf population as will entitle ua 
to one additional memher, but it is also 
very clear that the other provinces will 
have additional representatives; so that 
the numerical iufluonce of tlio British 
Columbia contingent will he no greater 
after 1001 than now. As the m-xt read 
justuient will not take place uutil 1011 
it is hardly worth while making any cal- 
culation about what we may expect 
then, A good many of us will be dead 
by that time. A good many will have 
given up the race for husincss success, 
and conditions will have so changed that 
speculation as to wluit will thou take 
place is utterly iiseloss. 

These facts show how utterly futile 
it is to ask the people of British Colum- 
bia to wait until the iiopnhition ot the 
lirovinee increases before endeavoring to 
make the justice of their claim upon the 
Domiuion felt at Ottawa. It has been 
said also that the comments of the Col- 
onist upon the conduct of our reprcso'i- 
tatives has been needlessly severe, and 
that these gentlemen are even more pow- 
erless at Ottawa than the public think. 
Wo are told that while in theory it is 
well enough to talk about oUr represent- 
atives making fight for provincial rights, 
when a num gets to Ottawa and realizes 
the conditioiiB existing there ho will find 
how helpless he is. The Colonist a|)'.ire- 
ciatcs the forc'C of all this. It rt>alizeH 
that no one uuiu can go into the parlia- 
ment of Canada and by the sheer force 
of his own ability and pertinacity com- 
p(!l the recognition ot our rights. ">Ve 
admit even more than this, namely, if 
our whole delegation should act as a 
unit and persistently urge upon the con- 
sideration of those in authority the no- 
ccssity for doing justice to the province 
the piditical exigencies which would be 
encounteretl wotild be very likely to 
defeat their best planned efforts. But 
if the province spenlcs as a province, it 
the .'iO.OOO or more voters of British Co 
hnnhia unite in a demand for justi^'e, 
if a provincial government, backed by a 
good, strong legislative majority, goes 
to Ottawa with a demand for fair play, 
if the strong merits of onr case are laid 
before tin.' government, the parliaincn't 
and the people ot Canada, then our par- 
liamentary delegation will be able to 
.speak with a force and with a result that 
they cannot hope to roach at present. It 
is for this reason that we urge the vot- 
ers of British Cohnubia, in the elcetmns 
so soon to take place, to remember that 
in supporting lion. Mr. Turner they are 
supporting a leader who stands pledged 
to .securing recognition at Ottawa of the 
indisputable claims of British Columbia 
for better treatment at the hands of 
parliament 
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.SOME MAINLAND. CONSTITUEN- 
CIES. 

C'hilliwack, Dewdncy, New AVeslmin- 
stcr, Kichmond and the Delta form a 
group of ridings which have mucli in 
common. These five ridings have I)oen 
represented in the legislature for the last 
four years b.v opposition candidates. 
Messrs. Sword, Vedder, Kennedy, Kidd 
and Forster were as persistent and un- 
varying in their hostility to nnylliing 
which the government could ilo ol* sug- 
gest as coulil well be iiiiagineil. It can 
lie charged against them, without fear 
that they can successfully deny it, that 
notwithstanding tho many directions in 
which their constituents coulil bi> bene- 
fitted liy legislation, they failed to ini- 
tiate or even suggest a single measure 
f(u- that purpose. We are not unmindful 
of the parliamentary rule under which 
the initiation of all bills afTcctiug revenue 
or expenililure rests with the govern- 
iiicnl; but the rule was not intended, 
nor is il in other legislatures employed as 
a clog upon the inti'llig<'n<-i' and iiatriot- 
ism ot private memliers. If a member 
of the legislatiu-i' who is not a member 
of the government desires to impress up- 
on the house the necessity brlegialation 
in any given direction, there are many 
ways in which he can give effect to his 
desire. The gentli'inen named have (dth- 
er been too dcns(,' to realize how they 
might do this, or too indifferent to the 
welfare of their constituents to avail 
themselves of their many opportunities. 
The Colonist thinks the latter explana- 
tion the correct one, because it lias ob- 
served that, when questions of parlia- 
menlnry procedure were up for diaeus- 
sion, the goutlemeh named wore 'never 
backward in sho\\'iijg.their erudition. ■\Vc 
say without hesitntlbn' that the gentlo- 
miMi referred to stand chnregal)le before 
the bar of public opinion with indifl'er- 
oncc to the needs of the constituencies 
wliieh they represented. They' were ne- 
luated during tlielr membership solely 
by a desire to v(>x and harass the gov- 
ernment. No man who has kept traci 
(if the doings of tho hist four sessionn 



will question what we siiy. JIauy mcaa- 
nrcs have lieen introduced by the gov- 
ernment for the benefit of the fanning 
connnunity generally. Important works 
have been undertaken and importiint 
legislation hos been put upon tho statute 
book especially for the benelit ot the 
farmers ot the l'"'raser valley. This is 
the government side of the aeeount. On 
the opposition side, we repeat, there is 
not even a valuable suggestion. Is il not 
time that tlie people of that important 
and progressive secti(Ui ot the province 
cast, aside the men who have shown 
themselves so useless when it came to 
the devising of measures or the sugges- 
tion of policy for the benefit of tho dis- 
trict. 

It would not be dimcult for one who 
has watched the course of these gcntlc- 
inen in the legislature to forecast the 
character ot th* canvass which they 
will make. Beginning at the Delta, we 
have Mr. -Forster who is unquestionably 
the most rabid demagogue in British 
Goluinbia. Nature gave him a glib tongue 
and u feeling of perfect irresponsibility. 
In bis private relations, Mr. Forster is 
undoubtedly a very likeable man and 
doubtless perfectly triistworlby. When 
he gets upon his feet to speak on politi- 
cal (luostions, the traustonuatiou is as 
complete as from Dr. Jckyll to Mr. Hyde. 

110 flings out assertions of the wildest 
character with tlie ahandonnient ot a 
mnn possessed of no sense ot responsibil- 
ity. The reputations of public men are 
to liini upon such occasions unworthy of 
till! slightest consideration. lie will talk 
of corruption as though it was a thing 
to be exiiected from every man in oHiee. 
Like the Populist of the United Stales, 
to whom every man in ollice, exceiit hiiii- 
selr, is necessarily dishonest, and every 
individual m^ corporation possessed id' 
means and ciu^rgy, a robber in a respect- 
abh' disguise. Mr. Forster will paint 

111 lurid colors the awful ini- 
(luitii's witli which the iirovince 
is !iur<leiied. f)ne stands agh.ist ill 
the (luality of mind which is capable 
of evolving fr(nii its imagination sueli 
conceptions of political and business hon- 
esty as Mr. i'orster affects to have dis- 
covered iu British Columbia. He is a 
dangerous mnn, not to the goverimient, 
but to the lirovinee. He is a dangerous 
man because his (eaehiiigs are incen- 
diary, because they breed dissatisfaction, 
because his recklessness leads him to 
make assertions which may be, and have 
been, used abroad to the detriment nf 
the province as a home for settlers anil 
a place for investment. His jeremiads, 
which he employs for the purpose of in- 
ducing the farmers of his constituency 
to select him as their champion, are all 
based upon the false assuption that the 
people of the Deltii are groaning in pov- 
erty, burdened with debt and crippled by 
taxation. It may suit Mr. Forster's pur- 
pose to make such representations where 
he lliinks they will intlni'iice votes, but 
it is litonilly true that his constant repeti- 
tion of such slanders upon bis neighbors 
-for slanders they are— is calculated to 
destroy their credit as individuals and 
the credit of the coinmnnity in the eyes 
of the outside world. It the electors of 
the Delta act wisely, they will on the 
Otb of July select as their representative 
Mr. Benson, a gentleman wliosi? inter- 
ests have been iilcntilicd with their con- 
stituoncy for many years, who is deeply 
concerned not only that wise legislation 
should be enacted at A'ictoria, but that 
the Delta should have lifted from it the 
cloud of calumnies which Mr. Forster 
and his co-oppositiouists have evolved 
for the purpose of blinding the voters to 
the true nature of the policy of the gov- 
ernment, and thereby mask their own ef- 
forts to secure the reins of iiower. If 
Mr. Forster could, by maligning his con- 
stituency and representing it before the 
eyes of the world as in an almost desper- 
ate conilition, climb into the cabinet and 
become in receipt of tho coiiifortable sal- 
ary ot a minister, his ambition would he 
satisfied, . hut we fail to see how the 
Delta would be benefited. 




Concerning Mr. KIdd, who has repre- 
sented Richmond, thorff Is not so much 
to bo said. Jlr. Kidd is a gentleman nf 
ability and, while of a decidedly pessi- 
mistic turn, is not open to the, charge of 
deraagoguery which we have preferred 
against Mr. Forster, It would, Iiowover, 
be a forced compliment to describe him 
as a useful member ot tho bouse. He is 
a respectable member, hut bis contrilin- 
tioiis to the work ot legislation and the 
development ot policies are so few that it 
would puzzle the most frequent habitue 
of the legislative chamber to recall a 
single instance. In Mr. McQueen who 
will oppose him in the government inter- 
ests, liichniond will have a representa- 
tive who will be in touch with all that is 
best, most vigorous and most progressive 
iu tlK public life of British Columbia. 

In Dcwdriey, we have Mr. Sword for 
tho opposition and Mr. McBride tor the 
govorninent. It is not necessary tor the 
Colonist tn repeat what it has said on 
BO^eral occasions recently in regard to 
Mr. Sword. He is a gcntleiflnn for whom 
this pnper entertains a great respect, but

In New Weslmin.iter, \\e /.avi> in Mr 
Brown, the opposiiion candninte. a rciire- 
seiitative ot mosso u 'nisni .'Uid rank par 
tisanship, the two ob iiiciiis which havi 
done more than niiylhing elfc to retard 
the province. In .Mr. Hei'.ilersnii. his o] 
ponciit, we find c.ci miilili-.'d tiic lu-ogic 
sive and iudependiiiit sitirit ^if the day. 
And just here a worl in regarvl to in- 
dependence iu local r>oIities. it is 'JUKl; 
true that there is no pi i in ouf poli- 
tics for an independent party. It is 
eiiually true that candidates ought on 
coming forward for "election to give tiio 
voters to understand explicitly where 
they will bo found on a party vote in 
the house. At the same time, there oiin 
be no A'alid objection to a candidate de- 
claring himself to be an independent sup- 
porter of the government. Inile|ienilent 
suiiport is all tiiat a government can 
reasonably ask for, by which wo metin 
the support of a representative who is 
prepared fo stand by the ministry unless 
it is found hen'after undeserving of his 
endm-sement. \\\ iiid(>penilent supporter of 
the government, such as Mr. Henderson 
is. most be taken to approve of the gen- 
eral policy of tlio administration in the 
past, of the general character ot its per- 
sonnel, and of the lines of policy wbicli 
it indicates for the future. This wo un- 
derstand Mr. Henderson to do. More 
than this the government has not asked 
ot any of its supporters. 

There remains Chilliwack to be spok- 
en of.

Mr. Turner 
has shown during the Inst few years that 
hi? is thoroughly appreciative of the in- 
terests of the farming interests and de- 
tiMiniiu'il to do all in his power to ad- 
vance them. .Substantially all the legis- 
lation of British Columbia for the pecu- 
liar benefit of tlie farmers owes its ini- 
tiation to him. It is therefore liiglil.v lif- 
ting tliat a constilueiic.v composed al- 
most exclusively of farmers should olTei 
him a nomination. It will be singular- 
ly appropriate it ho is elected by such a 
constituency, and if the other farming 
constituencies of that splendid river val- 
ley and tho adjacent riding of Richmond 
send an unbroken Relegation to Victoria 
at his back. The time seems to have 
come for a now departure in this part ot 
the province. For four yetirs its ropre- 
.sentatives have done nothing but hamper 
the government whicli sought to advance 
its interests. It is worth trying the ex- 
periment ot having reprosehtativos who 
will assist the government in such ef- 
forts, instead of aiming to thwart them. 
We feel that we can say with certainty 
that the province at largo will return 
IIon....Mr. Turner to power with at least 
as large a majority as he had in the Inst 
house, and under these circumstiinces it 
would seem ul terl.v' pointless for the con- 
stituencies to which reference has been 
made in this article to select opposition 
candidates. Tliey have a choice botwoeii 
having such spokesmen as incendiary 
Mr. I'lirslor, with such reactionaries as 
Messrs. Brown, Sword, Kidd and Ved- 
der to ossist him in four years more of 
misrepresentation and ealutnny; aiid the 
Premier of the province — a gentleman 
who is growing in public eslecm and in 
strong statesmanlike grasp every day.

While the question of fuel supjily is 
bothering the belligerent nations of the 
world, it bids fair to he a matter of vit-ui 
importance. to the steamship companicis, 
which are just now competing for the 
trade of the Yukon. There win be an en- 
ormous fleet employed on the river this 
year and to the few who liavo been fat> 
seeing enough to study this fuel prob- 
lem, lies success In the business. Ex. 
perience has of course given the Alasku 
Commercial Company the cue in the 
game and during the winter tlioy havo 
had large forces at work cutting wood 
along the river for the use of the com- 
paiiy's steamers. The Boston & Alaska 
Steamship Company have ul-so niade 
similar preparations for the coming sea- 
son and now it is said liardly a stick 
of wood is to he found for five or -li\ 
hundred miles up the Yukon from its 
month. Fuel can be procured at St. 
Jlichaol's, it is true, but, -while river 
steainor.s carry coal sutUcient to last 
them for a voyage of five or six hundred 
miles they cannot be loaded profitably 
witli other freight, for the latter must 
necessarily he small. The Alaska Com- 
mercial Company are consequently re- 
garded as being about to have pretty 
much of ' a monopoly of the Yukon trade 
in so far as It is handled via St. Mich- 
ael's. It will operate a very large lleet 
on the river and is looking forward to 
having them make two or three trip-s 
while navigation is open- Several of the 
sleaniers are well iqi the river with the 
cargo hideii Meet, which left St. .Mich- 
ael's late last season. Rut apart from 
tli(} mercliandise now on the river that 
is going in to Dawson, it is estimated 
that the company will bo shipping fully 
l:;.000 tons ot tiicir goods into the Yu- 
kon country from the Coast this season. 
A shipment of 250 tons, in addition to 
the full load sent on the Portland, is 
being forwarded North from Victoria I'or 
the company by the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany. One, hundred tons of this was 
sent over to 'Seattle on the CHy of King- 
ston yesterday morning, and this with 
loO tons to be forwarded 011 the same 
steamer this morning, will be transhipjied 
to the company's steamer Oriole, wliidi 
will take it to St. Michael's. In connec- 
tion with the Yiikcn trade the Dostoii it 
Alaska Steamship C'lmiiany liav(> a novel 
venture on foot. The conipan.v pur- 
pose running an excursion to St. Mich- 
ael's from Victoria or Vancouver on their 
steamer, the Brixliam. cliar;;in single 
fare for the rouiiil trip- The steamer, 
wbii'li only left liere a few days ago, 
will leave either port on July 12. On 
the 12tli of this month the steamer Laiir- 
ada. also belonging to the compnuy, will 
leave Vancouver on her first trip to St. 
Michael's. 

TIIF TRA TKAPB. 

China's tea trade with America f'U' this 
season has coinmeneed, but not with 
the thnirish displayoil by each of the 
lrans|i(irtation companies competing for 
it last year. So far as the local agents 
of the C.P.B. steamships or the Northern 
Pacilic lines are aware there liave not 
been any special charters made for the 
carrying of the groat tea crop of the Far 
ICast. The Nortliorn Pacific liner Vic- 
toria, which is Scheduled to sail for tlie 
Orient on Saturday, brought the first of 
the new tea crop and the seooiid ship- 
ments arrived a few days later 011 the 
lOmjiress of .fapan. The Arizona, the 
new addition of the Northern I'aoilie 
fleet, which is to leave Hongkong on her 
initial trip across the Pacific to-da.v is al- 
so expected to carry Iieavy -shipments. 
As outward cargoes the steamers are 
not receiving as much cotton now as they 
did. the trade in this article of eonimerce 
having since the Ilispano-Auierican w'ar 
materially fallen off.

The chief city 
of Guguan is well fortified for such a 
su'^Ul jilace and affords one of the best 
liarbors and coaling stations in tlie Pa- 
cihe. About six months ago the forti- 
fications were strengthened iiy the Span- 
i.-ih to iiresent a formidable resistance in 
cases of an attack. The I'ost says that 
tlie Cidted .States will seize the group 
jiiid nse tlie island of Guguan for a I'a 
ci'ie coaling station in addition to ih 
others she may seize in the future, 'f'he 
Cbiirleston, the I'ost continues, was or 
ilered to wait at Honolulu I'm- the lirst 
fleet of transports that left the city ain 
to talce the ships to the Ladroiies. It i; 
asserted that the artillery which went mi 
the l><.f;ing was really intended to gar 
rispn the forts at Guguan and after 
quu-t is restored and tlie islands are un 
dcr the control of the United States that 
the Charlostoh with the transports will 
go to Manila: It is said that the .Alon- 
adiiuck will not stay at Hoholulu but wi'i 
proceed to the Ladrones and there re 
niain as a permanent guardian for th' 
islands for the United States.

The convention filled the lurfje hall 
and was fully represcntilth'e of all 
olasHOs of the community. The vay that 
the convention business was carried out, 
■without u hitch, aud the perfect ae( (ir(l 
that prevailed showed how determined 
are the supporters of the policy of "pro- 
.uress and prosperity" to put their shoul- 
<lers to the wheel and with one eonimoii 
impulse i)UMh forward to a Klorious vio 
tory at the polls. It was a fine tribute 
to good work done by the Kovenuneut 
and evidenced a determination tn use 
every honest means to see that they are 
retained in power. To show the interest 
that had been evinced in the convention 
hu.n>ay be stated that there .were eleven 
hundred tickets issued for 'it;' ' ' • 

' It was half past eight when Mr. A. ,7. 
McLelltiu, the chainuan, called the con- 
vention to order. The hall had then al- 
reajdy been well iillod, but the stream 
of people continued coming for quite a 
while afterwards. 

Without loss of time in preliminaries, 
the chainnan, after brielly explaining 
that the business of the evening was to 
select candidates to represent the su])- 
I)()rters of the present administration in 
the city of Victoria at the general elec- 
tions,- called for nominations. 

There was a tremendous shout of ap- 
plause, claiiping of hands and stamping 
of feet as Mr. Charles Iluyward rose 
and said: . , , „ ^ . 

"I have miich pleasure in nbmiuatiug 
Hon. .1. H. Turner," "and theii" the other 
nominiitions quickly followed,. one. or two 
of the movers or seconders making a few 
remarks in commeudution of their uouii- 
lu'cs. The uouiiuutious were: 

Hon. J. H. Turner, proposed by . Mr. 
Chas. Ilayward; seconded by Mr. Muir- 
liead. 

(lordon Hnnt<'r, proi>osed by W. II.

Dallas Ilelmcken, Q.C., proposed by 
JNIr. Munroe Miller; seconded by Mr. T. 
J. iJearberg. 

The nominntions then ' closed nnd 
«mid prolonged applause the 'candidutts 
at the invitation of the chairman took 
tlicir scats- on the platform; renewed 
cheering b.reaklng out as .the Premier 
headed ■ the ''little line' in mounting the 
I)lntfonn steps. ' 

As people were still coming in the 
chairman, so that nobody should be de- 
I)rived of his chance to vote, invited the 
•■andidates to make brief aiidresses, re- 
stricting the lime of each to five min- 
utes, as it was quite evident from tho 
number of people in the hall that it was 
going to take a long time to count tlie 
ballots. 

Hon. ,r. H. TnriM'r, who Inul luiothcr 
ovation wlien liis nanu! was called, 
thanked the convention very heartily for 
the Wiiy his name had been received. He 
would say that if he? bad the honor of be- 
ing again elected to the legislature he 
would .use his best endeavors and <lo 
what; he believixl to be right to protect 
the interests not only of the city of Vic- 
toria, but of the province as a whole. 
In the position which he luui the great 
honor to occupy ho believed it was ilie 
duty of every minister to sink his own 
identity ;ni(l to look out. not merely for 
the local interests of the place which 
clecteil him, but fur tin- jji-ovince af 
liirge. (Applause.) At tlu? sanu' time 
it was but right that he should feel an 
attachment for the district which had 
.sent him to th(> legislature ;uid should 
not prove nugrati^ful for that conli- 
dence. He could say conscientiously that 
from the first day be had hei?u elected 
to the house by Victoria, he liad worked 
f!iithf\illy and to the best of his power 
for the city of Victoria and for. , the 
province of Hritish Columblat This was 
11 very important period in the history 
of the province and they must do all in 
their;]mwer to see that British Colum- 
bla'»'-.lhtere8t8 were preservotl and her 
development pushed forward. He hail 
«xpeetcd to have left for th(? uminlaad 
to-niglit but there was some very iai- 
I)ortunt work on the hands of the gov- 
ernment iu)W in connection with certain 
I'ailroad undertakings and he diil not 
think he was betraying any confidence 
when he said that by -Montlay or Tues- 
day he would be able to make a satis- 
factory annonncenuMit as to the unitter 
(o wliich he refi'rred ami that other im- 
imrtant works for the benetit of the 
j)rovinc(> woidd be pushed on. '"I'bat is 
the reason I diil not leave town to- 
night," said Mr. Turner, when the ap- 
plause which greeted his announcetueul 
had ceased, "and as I have to do a good 
deal-' of talking in .various parts of - tlic 
province "ihi the next few weeks I trust 
, that^for'thc present you will excuse uu' 
■.fior.faot speaking more at length and ac- 
'.i(.cei)t|Tny promise that I will always work 
'.i.for 'not 'only Victoria but the whole prov- 
" ".iacejVdf British Columbia. (Applause). 
■ Sir. Gordon Hunter, whose tuni to 
«peak camo next, was very heartily re- 
ceived as he rose. He jokingly renniik- 
cd that while he made his living with his 
fongiie he coubl assure them that he 
wouhl rather plead before a bench of 
judges for a week than speak for five 
minutes to such a large and roproseuta- 
tivc audience as ho saw before him, for 
this was the first time that such a duty 
had fallen on hitu as standing be- 
fore them as a candidate for nolitlcnl 
lionors. It would perhaps be fitting that 
lie should explain his position to them. 
Sixteen or seventeen years ago, he, with 
several others, helpwl to organize what 
he believcti was the first Liberal club In 
Toronto, To-dny he stood on the plat- 
form ns a supporter of a nnin proniiii- 
•fut In the Conservative cause— the Hon. 
.1. H. Turner. The reason that ho did 
this was because he was prepared In no 
uueertain way to make the statement 
tlmt it was not necessary to conduct pro- 
f.-.'.' vincial politics on federal lines. (Gfciit 
".'.oppliiuse). One of the greatest triumphs 
•i,of Mr, Turner's adminislration and 
. policy was his abilfty to sink the politics 



(if the federal arena vvhero tin; province 
was concerned anil to unite his iKii'ty 
on a British Columbian jdatfonn. (Ap- 
pliUlse). The interests of British Cohnu- 
l)i!l would not sufi'er by uniting Liberals 
and Conservatives in one couunoa ac- 
cord for the advancciui'iit of the iirov- 
ince and with a strong provincial gov- 
ernment composed of men of both federal 
parties, they would bo able to present; 
British Columbia's cliiiui much better at 
Ottawa tlian would otherwise be 'he 
case. Ho was very glad to see upon the 
ticket Conservative names ns well ns 
Liberal ones. No one could claim that 
he or Mi: Hall, both of them Idbcrals, 
were disloyal to their Party because they 
joined Willi Conservatives on ;i provincial 
phitform. (Applause). In fact the Lib- 
erals were always spoken of as favoring 
provincial rights and that was the stand 
that Mr. Turner anil his goverament 
took. (Uenewed applause). Fcr his 
part he could not have any hesitation in 
preferring men of business ability and 
tried statesmanship to — he was going to 
say a bund of olHce seekers— hut iior- 
hnps tluit was too strong an cxpicssiou. 
Tlie present govomment understood the 
wants of the province and the people 
were hot going to change them for men 
of whom comparatively -little was 
known. (Applause).. 

.Mr. Itichard Hall w:is saluloil with a 
round of aiiplause as canu' to the front of 
till' platform. It was the first time he 
said that he had :iildri'sscii a political 
meeting. He hail been asked to allow liis 
name to be put in uomiiuitioa I)y a num- 
hcr of citizens and after studying it over 
he thought that he could not serve the 
interests of Victoria better than to join 
in his lot with the pieeiit government 
(Applause.) lie took this course be- 
cause the policy of the government was n 
progressive one and the times demundcil 
that tlio province should be opeiiod up 
and progress made. The popiilatiou was 
iacreasiiig and railways were needed to 
enable the country to bo opcncd up. '1 be 
government might tighten its purse 
strings and so |(>ssen nxponses by .1 
piirsimnnious policy, but the people do 
not desire that. They wanted to move 
forward and that was his idea for he liad 
at heart the ndvnncoiuent of Victoria 
and of the province. (Applnuse) 

Mr A. IC. McPhillips. like those who 
preceded hini, was very heiirtily reccivca. 
Ill opening he huighingly remarked that 
smue people seemed to think he was ii 
good deal younger than was really the 
(■use. As ii matter of fact hc had been 
sixteen vears at the bar nnd had s(M-ved 
his country in other ways besides polities 
It was not his place to find fault, how 
over, if time dealt kindly with iuiii. it 
was the first time he had iiskcd tor the 
siifrrages of the electors, but at the same 
time he might sa.v that he had gor.e 
through the strife of many political liat- 
tles. He was a Consevva tivc, Imt he 
was pleased to see assneiated togetiu'v 

I. iberals and Conservatives sui)portiiig a 
conimon platfm'iu in iiroviucial polHu-s, 
Briti.sh Columbia first and alwa.vs. (Ap- 
plause ) It was not n case of Liberals 
and Conservatives, but it was a fight ui 
the interests of Hritish Columbiu, and 
he was gralilied to liave men of both tlie 
federal parties fighting side by s de in 
the common cause. They had us a leader 
a man in whose honesty of purpose uiid 
abilitv it was safe to rely. (Great ap- 
plause) For his. part he believed in not 
heing local in politics, but in working tor 
the benefit of the whole province :iii(l 
that being so how could be do olliei-wisc 
than wisli to retain in oHice the gentle- 
men who have- as then, platform progres.s 
and prosperity. Without developnient of 
the provincial resources there could not 
he progress and the day had gone when 
the individual piom-er or individual ef- 
fort was the onlv iiieniis to biiiig nus 
about. It was the duty of a goveriiiiient 
hv giving communication to help ulijUg 
the general progress. When he found a 
government doing this he was willing to 
support them and that was his reason 
now for supporting the govcrmnout of 
Hon. .1. H. Turner. While thoroughi.v 
independent in the sense that he would 
give ills careful acruthiy to all legislation, 
yet at the same time he would pronouucu 
iiimself in favor of .Mr. Turner and liis 
ailiniuistriition. With this as Ins stand- 
point and uutranielled by any -lu-rsonal 
interest, lie Wouf(f, it elected, do Ins ocsl 
for \'ictoria and fur the iiroviace. (..\l>- 
plaiise). 

-Mr. II. Dallas Ilelmcken was not pres- 
ent, being umivoiJably kept away froiii 
the eouventioii by reasons which be g:ise 
in the following letter, which .Mr. Munroe 
.Miller, his proiioser, rean to the conven- 
tion:

The chairman put tin.' (piestiou nnd- the 
vote was made unaiiiiiioas iiiiiid loud 
cheers and hearly ajiphiuse. 

Hon. .1. II. Turner, in proposing a 
vote of thanks to the chair, referred to 
the courteous way in which 3Ir.

Tho I'remicr and other members of 
the cabinet are in! receipt of. numerous .in- 
vitations from all parts of the province 
to pay a visit and address the oleidors on 
the issues of the present cninpuign. The 
Hon. Mr. Turner iu particulur is in de- 
mand, and .the., people o£' tbe .province 
everywhere are anxious to see aiid hear 
him. It was his intention to have en- 
deavored so far as lay iu bis power to 
accede to the wishes of his many friends 
aud to make us wide a toar as the time 
between now and election day would per- 
mit, and bad luapiwd out ii plan of cam- 
paign wliich included all the more import- 
ant points of the Isbmd nnd Jliiiu- 
laml. His very succossfiil trip of last 
week to Comox and intoiniediatc poiiit.s 
was the first of bis undertakings in this 
respect. 

Owing, however, to the important rail- 
way developmculs which arc about to 
lake place as the result of thc goverii- 
nient's progressive policy, lie will, it is 
feared, be obliged to give up a portion 
of his tour and thus disappoint many of 
his friends, from the fact that he will be 
detuiued. at least a week longer in Vic- 
toria. As the rremier -was on the point 
of starting out again after returning 
from Comox aud Cowichnn, he received 
intimation that Mr. Shanghnessy, of the 
C.P.lt., and other representatives of tlie 
A'ictoria, Vancouver Kusteru Uailwuy 
Company were on their way to Victoria 
for tlie purpose of completing arrange- 
ments for the immediate (^oninieucenieiit 
of the iinportaiit line of railroad to be iiii- 
ilerlaken by that corporation, several 
represoiiliitives of which have already ''f- 
rived. Mr. Shaughnessy, who is now in 
Kooteuay making arrangements with re- 
gard to the llobson-I'enticton portion of 
the line, will be here on ^londay, and for 
soveral days at least will be engaged 
with the members of the executive con- 
cluding negotiatioiis.

even af^alnst the stream of trade of o/Tl-es- 
lahllshed Industrial and commercial coun- 
tries." 

The secret of this unparalleled su^eess of 
(ii'rniany Is, according to Mr. Mulvaney. 
tliat military iirganlzatlon has been ajiplleil 
to trade and Industry; tne army luis be- 
come tile groat llnlshing school for practi- 
cal life. He also mentlous that In (ier- 
maiiy the iirofesslonal promoter and under- 
writer are unknown In the establishment of 
companli'B wltli one or other of tlie forms 
of limited llnblllty. He also refers to the 
system of education In Us effect on traile. 
anil concludes: "Dnder the existing state 
of thluRs, the forward movement in (ier- 
man commerce must Inevitably continue to 
gain In power and volume as a natural re- 
sult of the great Industrial resources of 
Ihe country, persistent clmracter of Its peu- 
plc, nnd system of government, which ap- 
pears so well to suit the geographical posi- 
tion of the empire and Its rciiulrcments as 
a state." 



EFFECTS OF THE WAR. 
The K.xpandlug Scope of U. S. Influence 
and < Relations. 

(N. Y. Commercial Advertiser.) 

The effects of the war witli Spain uiiou 
the destiny of this country are being dls- 
eiiHsed from mnny standpoints, ]>olltlcal, 
dlploaiatlc, commercial, or industrial. A 
broad and comprehensive view Is presented 
In this week's .Muiiufacturers' Uccord, In u 
letter from the Hon. Willhim i.. Treiihoim, 
formerly of South Carolina, who was eoii- 
liiiller ot the currency during tlie lirst 
Cleveland adialnlstration aud who is uow 
presiileut of tbe North American Trust 
Company of New York. He writes: 

"All wars exercise an oducatioual lu- 
lliience, and this one Is so different lu 
every feature from any of which this gen- 
eration of our jieople lias had any knowl- 
edge that we are all likely to learn a great 
deal from It, and the longer It lasts and the 
mure varying lis Inclilents, the more nu- 
merous and the more valiuible will be tbe 
lessons It will teach us. 

"1 agree with you In thinking that It 
would be an exceedingly desirable laliig 
for the people of this country to have their 
minds set free from the narrowing lu- 
llaeuces of Internal politics, and 1 have no 
duubt that already most of us have got Into 
the way of thinking a great deal more than 
we have ever done before about our foregn 
relations and the very small llgure tbat 
tills country really cuts in the estimation 
of tlie lest of tills great world. 

"We have lieen too much accustomed, I 
suspect, to measure tile relative size ninl 
Importance of our country by the nilsleail- 
Ing din'erehces of scales In our sehou! 
geographies, wliere the map of each state 
occupies as much space as any eoiitlnenl 
except that of Nortli America. In the bcIkhiI 
geographies of other countries It Is Just tlie 
other way; each of their countries and 
proviuees oceiipies - more space than the 
whole United States, and the continents of 
-North aud South America are generally 
shown on one page. The people of those 
rouatries are thus misled Into underratlug 
oars. 

• "It will be a good thing for our people 
also, as you suggest, to learn tliat the ef- 
fective fori'e of any country In foreign af- 
fairs depeiiils upon the union nnd harinoni- 
ouH co-openitlon of. all Its elements of 
strenittli; that not Its labor alone, hoAvever 
latelllgeut nnd well organized It may be, 
nor Its capital alone, bo it ever so enter- 
prising; nor the brains of it.s editors, nor 
the ehxiuence ot its statesmen are sufllclent 
singly to make It great; but that It takes 
all these united, and much more besides, rn 
;.."ii" any eoimtry respected abroad, not to 
siiy po--erful. . ' 

"I can lot , concur with von in thinking 
lliiit this . -tfutry Is likely to have the 
sphere of lis polil! Ill l.iHueiiee or hiisiness 
inllvlty mnrh expanded against its will. 
(In the eimlrary, I believe. If we are to re:ip 
any iidvantages of that character, we must 
strive for them InteiligentLv. ,' Greatness Is 
not thrust on nations, as' It' sometimes Is 
thought to be on IndlMiivnls. No natliai 
has ever been great that was not wnrthv 
to be great, and not thi'n unless It wllhil 
to ho so. 

"If. as one of the results of the wnr. there 
should arise a popular desire for the rnlteil 
Stales to be rei ognlzeil as one of the 
great powers, clalnilng a voice In Interna- 
tional ifiuncllH nnd ciintrlhiiting Its weight 
and Inlluenee to the decisions of Im- 
portant International (|Uesllims, we shall, 
no doubt, he able to attain to that imsl- 
tlon. provided, however, we are wise 
enough to begin by enabling our govern- 
mnnt to command and keep tho respi-i l 
and conadonce.(Of. nil lorelgn nations. It 
ought to be' cnny to make evervbodv imiler 
Btnnd that to effect this and Insure' Us con- 
thninnro tho orgnuR of popular sentiment 
must dlRcourage and denounce as unpatri- 
otic anything and evervllilng. bv wliomso- 
ever Kulil or done, that 'is likely to sow ills- 
tension among „nr peoiile, or which iiiav 
have the effect of arraying class ngaliisl 
class, section against section, town agaliisl 
eoaulry. or of In any other way lireakliig 
the solid front which as a united people 
we Hhnulii present to the rest of the world. 
Iliere certainly will be, as you sa.v. many 
other things to think, talk nnd write about 
bcK lies the petty S(|unbbleH of politicians. 

"I Join you In hoiiing that the wav mnv

(Chicago Tluies-IIerald.) 
A good man on n gooa horse la the supe- 
rior, as an attacking force, of three good 
men oil the ground. This Is a matter of 
eoninion knowledge In tlie lOuroiieaii ta])!- 
tals, wherein moos are dlspc'ised by cav- 
alry, using the Uat ot the saber only, more 
iiniekly tiian thoy are scattered by the 
bullets of militia lu j\uierlca. There is 
souiething in the speed, weight aud size of 
a charging man aud horse that shakes the 
nerve of the most stout-hearted pedestrluu. 
The iucoutrolluble Instinct of the footman 
Is to get out of the way, and he gets out , 
of the wav. A cavalryman learns to l-jve 
his horse "with a love surpassing tUnt oC . 
woman. He learns to depend upon, him-- 
He absorbs conlldence from every swell of 
the giant muscles between his knees. The 
man and beast conjoined furnish a mutual 
support that is admirable, and In battle 
of Incalculable value. Dismounted cavalry 
are tbe most dtfUcult ot troops, to dislodge.,, 
for the reason, that the riders, deprived of' 
their horses, flo not know' when nor bow to 
ruu. 

Jlilltary experts believe that the Invasion 
ot Cuba by tuo Amerlcnn army will funilsli 
exceptioual opportunities for the use of 
cavalry. It Is, fur the most part, a good 
horse country, of wide , flelils ' aud level 
spaces. It Is believed, too, that this pic- 
turesque arm of the service will demon- 
strate tliat its usefuluess Is not ended by 
modern arms and projectiles, though many 
theorists incline to tiie opinion that tlii> 
diivs of cavalry as cavalry were ended in 
tlie times of Gravelotte aud Sedau. The 
lelebtatcd aud fruitless cha.'ge of the 
French cnlras.-ders, where men aid steeds 
went down in heaps aud the watelrng 
WllhemI said, "It Is niaguitlcetit. but It is 
not war," sticks lu their meir.'.Tles. That 
charge was Ualakluva over again. Some- 
body blundered. The general efdcienc.v uf 
cavalry. .undi;r, proper coudlrlops .iH liot/'JIs-. 
eredttcS by. it, : nor .U. thC' oeatiirles old 
lecord of a remarkably valuable aim to be 
stained by an individual failure. Men who 
remember what the cavalry >vas anil what 
the cavalry did In the war between the 
states demand something more than the 
crnmpllng of one column before they sur- 
render the beliefs of years. 

The Niipolcoulc maxim that cavalry can- 
not charge unshaken infantry was due to 
Napoleon's experiences with run-down 
forces. His uiouuted men were badly 
drilled and bin horseflesh was poor. The 
great Frederick uiidcrstootl' the higli value 
of this branch ami .his.-. campaigns give 
many instances of tlie valne--' of- mounted 
troojis In almost all kinds of warfare. The 
records of all great wars bristle witli the 
aclilevements ot the trooiiers. Even In tho 
Frauco-l'russlan struggle the actual dam- 
age wrought by the Uhlans was f-ir out of 
proportion with their nuinbe-rs, and tlie 
value of the fear they produced was iin- 
meusurable. At Salamanca Le Marchand's 
lirltlsh "heavies" were scut over bad 
ground ngainst the stea-ilost ot Krench In- 
fantry. .Men and horses fell lu swaths 
twenty yards from the line. The rear 
ranks did stccpicchnBe jumping over piled 
corpses to get to the- front;;': I«..-Marchan(I 
was instantly killed aiid'jmany/bt-hls offi- 
cers, but the Infantry was broken and their 
position carried. The Peninsula campaigns 
furnish repeated proofs of the fact that 
infantry will not stand against well Imud- 
leil cavalry. Vrlnce Frederick Clmrles, one 
of the greatest of inodc^rn warriors, was a 
steady believer In the efllcacy ot cavalry, 
and so, too, was Von Wraiigel. 

The opponent.-i of the trooper arm and 
prophets of Its utter effacement are used 
to iuBtancIng the failure of the brilliant 
Austrian cavalry at Sudowa when sent 
against breech-loaders. These were troop- 
ers seasoned by long service and^O drilled 
that thirty squadrons of them : .were man- 
oeuvred in mass with the ease and certainty 
of one. They were, however, led over 
ground that sloped up Uiree *legrces. it 
was sodden with laln. Tlie horses were so 
wearied that many of theui fell from ex- 
haustion when the charge began. The In- 
fantrymen who received them bad been se- 
lected by live hours ot savage and con- 
tiuuous lighting. All faint heurts had gone 
to the rear, it Is safe to say that there 
was not a I'russlau on the west ridge ot 
Chlum that day who did not wish to l)(> 
there. Even under thqse conditions the 
elmrge onnie very close to success, though 
all iCnrope was shouting that cavalry wos 
useless against breech-londing lire. 

The French got their chassepota in 1808 
nad 1800. No lierman ofllcer believed that 
his troop would be of any giMsl against 
theju. \et at VIonvllle the flrst line of the 
(ierinan cavalry lialted under heavv lire- 
on the plateau, took Intervnls by passag- 
ing, went off the plateau at a walk and; 
wheeled up to front again as steadily as. 
If on ilress parade. This, too, was mac- 
nltlcoDt, and It fwaa wnr. It was done to-' 
encourage the young troops, co,=!t onlv sev- 
enty men und horses, though the ehasse- 
pots were barking Ijii thousands,. ami it was 
worth what If 2ost.' :';:tfgnIn . at VIonvllle 
HredoW's six sijuadrons wont over two 
lines of "nnshnken" infantry as if th<'y 
were paper, in another charge the troop- 
ers went over the French cannon, losing 
only fifty men. 'They came so fast that tlie 
artillerymen found it lmno.«Hlble to depress 
their iiieces witli sufticlent rapidity and 
accuracy. In this battle tlilrtv-sl.t squad- 
rons of Oermnn horse proved that the 
French line of foot lacked the strength, of 
cobwebs, yet this same French Infantry 
was so good thnt two dnys later it took an 
entire division of the German footman 
'I'^V'^i','",','''' to 8o'tbronghrtli^m.'nt n cost 
of •1,000 lives, or 3 per;ieent.''Of the nttnek- 
Ing force. There -will no.vpr- beiaiiv flner 
or steadier or more "anshaken" liifantry 
than these l^reneh. Thev were privates 
and non-i'ominlssloned ofllcers who to 
(luote Von Moltke, "sought to redeem with 
their life-blood the errors for which they 
were In no wise responsible." The Franco- 
Prussian war was thick with similar In- 
stances, wlili-li are carefullv eseheweil in 
Ihe writings of nntl cavalry' doctrlnalres. 

In the old dnys troops were safe when 
held In reserve .lOO yards back of the light- 
ing line. Now for 2,!m yards behind this 
Hue the ground Is torn by bullets. Conse- 
quently troops arc held 3,000 yards b.'jck, 
and even at this dlRtiiuco there will be oe- 
ciisloual casualties. To take part In an 
engugemenf. the reserve force must lie 
moved entirely through this wide and dan- 
gerous zone. Tufnntry cannot do It lu less 
than twenty-live nilnules, and another ten 
mliuites will be used In getting them Into 
line. Cavalry lan cover the distance In six 
minutes. The rapidity witli which tlieir 
range alters makes llieni a difliciilt tart'et. 
and the moral ellect of their thundering 
and swift advance is great. It is estimated 
that the cavalry loss lu a charge should 
aot exceed one-thlrd'^ot the Infantry Iosb. 
American' .military • mfen ' of 'the more ad- 
vnnced kind cxpecti'servlco of the nlghest 
value in heavy engagements from tho 
splendidly cuuiposed and equipped volun- 
teer cavalry that has gone to the front. Of 
their worth lu scouting, rcconnolssance and 
as media Of communication there can be 
no question.

Sections of the Companies Act that Di 
rectors Should be Cognizant of. 

The registrar of joint stock companies 
draws the attention of directors, man- 
agers, sMreteHj^jiandjvjthere:;^^ 
with the management of siic'h companies 
to tho foot tiiat sections 37, 38, 89 and 
00 of the Companies act apply to all 
companies either incorporated or regis 
tered in British Columbia, 

Section 37 provides for an annual re 
turn by each company to the registrar 
of joint stock companies, of a list of its 
shareholders, and a summary ot partlcu 
lars. 

Section 38 provides for penalty in case 
of default in complying with prorisiou 
of above section. 

Section 89 provides that every com- 
tftllj shall keep a register of tho names 
addresses and oecupationfi of its direct- 
ors, or mauagers and shall send to the 
registrar a copy of -such register, and 
shall from time to time notify tho rogis-

The attention of all extra-provincial 
companies is also particularly called to

Strange Incident in Railway Travel in 
Eustcru Ontario— lu.'jocts infest 
Orchards. 

The Urockvillo Recorder of roceiit 
date prints the following strange and 
interesting story: 

"Uue of the strangest incideuts in 
railway travel which has over lioeu re- 
corded in this .section of the country is 
told by a well known Brockvillo man 
us having occurred on Saturday even- 
ing bot-\voen Carlelon Place and Ottawa. 
He says the express on which he -.v.is 
a passenger, loft Ottawa about (i o'clock 
in ch.-irge of '-Conductor Chapman, and 
had reached-' il'-point about midway be- 
tween that city and .Oarleton I'lnce, 
wbou a freight -train waartjCduud^stnlled 
on the track. The express also' i-aum to 
a sudden stop and for a time some cou- 
sternation ensued over the strange pro 
cedure, among the passengers. 

"Investigation revealed the astouisii- 
ing fact that both trains had boon 
stopped by an army of catorpilhirs 
The hitter were of the variety known 
as tent caterpillars and their bodies 
being cruslied under tho wheels, rond 
ored Iho tracks so slippery that m 
progress could bo made. The croi^pim 
army appeared to bo fully two niilcs ii 
lougtli, and 'u-as luuviiig slowly west 
ward. The ground over which they 
hud Iravolled to tlio tracks, was di- 
vested of everything in sight, even 
tall trees being completely divested of 
their le'aves.'-: ^The..-groundi-f9r the'^enti re 
distance of two ' miles \ was literally 
sNvarmod -with the .VpcstB,'-' presenting iin 
uni(iiio yet unpleasant [sight. 

"For a time it was found imposisblo 
for the trains to get away from the 
neighborhood, but finally the tracks 
were swept nnd then dusted witli huiuI 
and in tliis way sullieieiit grit) was 
secured on the rails to all(J^y llie 
locomotive to pull out." 
A PLAGUE OE CATERPILLARS. 
The Otta-wa Jouriml in a last -\vc(^k's 
issue says that a caterpillar: -plague is 
infestiiig the country about the town- 
ship of West Templetou. For hundreds 
ot ncroB- those insects have totaily 
stripped tile cherry, poplar nnd sallie 
trees of their leaves, and they have now 
innieiiced to devastate the apple trees. 
In previous years tho poplar and wild 
cherry have suffered largely from this 
pest, but this is the first ime tliat ap 
plo trees have boon attacked. The in 
cts are in such swarms that it is al- 
most impossible to step on tlier oad ii: 
luc places without crusliitig tln-'iii 
and fences and tops of posts are coy 
ored with layers of caterpillars as tliici' 
as a man's hand. Tho farmers in the 
neighborhood are quite iilurmcd at the 
inroads which the pest is making. 

Mr. Richmond McLutchie, of AVest 
Tompleton, 1ms put on a staff • of 
men and boys to try and eradicate tlu 
insects from his apple trees by means of 
spraying. What effect the caterpillar!- 
will liavo on the small fruits yet re- 
mains to be seen,' but it is feared tliat 
before their hnuger is satisfied they may 
be an Incalculathle amount of damage to 
verdure of all kinds.

When Nelson Chased Vilionouvc. 

The impatience of the absence of news 
which, is characteristic of the ,present 
week, and it is interesting , to contrast 
the conditions at the beginning of the 
century. On- April 8, 1805, Villeneuve 
passed tho Straits of Gibraltar, and sail 
ed from Cadiz on his memorable cruise 
to the West Indies on tlio following day. 
Tlio vitally important fact that tho Tou- 
lon' fieet had reached tho .-Vtlantic was 
not known to Nelson till April 19, and 
ho -vVas unable to roach Gibraltar until 
May (i. In this country no news of the 
proceedings of the I'mnoo-Spunish s(iua 
dron had boon received as late as .May 
21, and on the lUth Lord Radstock wrote 
to his son: 

"AVliere are you all this time? For 
that is a point justly agitating this 
country more tlian I can describe. The 
world is at once anxious for ncw^^and 
dreading its arrival." ,. '. 

On May 11 Nelson weighed 'anchor 
in Lagons bay for his long.cha8,C, and no 
certain intelligence of - events-ircached 
the admiralty till .Tuly 9, whcnithc.nc.WB 
that both sqimdrons were returniilg to 
European waters was brought by the 
brig Curleiix.

Thus lit) was tUnt the bugs made con- 
versation lock continuity and broke It luto 
fragments. 

It was not at all pleasant to have one 
of tiiese Insects get under one's collar, 
'pr ihev li'ft a trail of stings wherever 
they weiit. '.I'lu- oldest Inhabitants declnre 
that yesterday was one ot the worst days 
they have ever .seen here for the hugs and 
do not Know how to account for the plague.
